States, Hanoi has given Wash­ 
ington a list of 12 American 
fliers it says were killed during 
the Vietnam War. 
W ashington welcomed the 
information but said the United

Hanoi had accounted for all the 
795 missing US. servicemen in 
Southeast Asia. 
Another 1,710 were killed but 
their bodies have not been 
returned, according to the 
Pentagon. 
Vietnam, which has

showing increasing willingness 
to patch relations with the 
United States, announced Mon­ 
day through its Paris embassy 
it has sent the US. Embassy a 
list of 12 men missing in action. 
It said all were dead.

restart at the earliest possible 
date the stalled talks on US.aid 
to war-damaged Vietnam. 
The statement said Vietnam 
wants to normalize relations

and the reconstruction of 
Vietnam and that of seeking 
inform ation on A m ericans 
missing in action.”

publication of the list was a 
welcome gesture, but that 
relations can be returned to 
normal only when the United 
States had received a full list of 
missing servicemen. 


The 12-man list gave the 
men’s name, rank, branch of 
service and serial number, but 
no details on when, where or 
how they died. 


Officially, they are listed as 
killed in the war that ended 
with the Paris peace accord of 
1973. 


The accord, concluded after 
talks that began in May, 1968, 
collapsed last year when North 
Vietnam — claiming that the 
south was not willing to 
negotiate a genuine political 
settlement — overran the south 
in a military drive. 


Publication of the new list of 
missing servicemen appeared 
to be part of a determined 
V ietnam ese effort to ease 
differences with the United 
States.

Landed Secret MIG In Japan 
Russian P ilot D efector 
Will Be Flown To U.S. 
TOKYO (UPI) 
A Soviet air 
force officer who defected and 
landed his top secret MIG25 
Foxbat fighter plane in Japan 
will be flown to the United 
States Wednesday, the Tokyo 
M etropolitan Police Agency 
announced today. 
1st. Lt. Viktor Ivanovich 
Belenko, 29, was whisked 
secretly to Tokyo Tuesday in a 
Japanese 
military 
transport 
aircraft, escorted by fighter 
planes of Japan’s Air Self 
Defense Force. 
Police said he was in a secret 
hideout in the Tokyo area 
awaiting a flight to the United 
States. 
Belenko, 
who 
outw itted 
Japan’s radar screens to land 
his plane at Hakodate City 500 
miles north of Tokyo, won 
permission earlier in the day to 
seek political asylum in the 
United States. 
(In Paris, US. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger told 
reporters he believed the 
United States would grant 
asylum to the defecting pilot.) 
The Japanese government 
also refused a Soviet request to 
immediately return the MIG25, 
considered to be the world’s 
most advanced aircraft.

The Japanese and American 
governments were in consulta­ 
tion on his possible flight to the 
United States. 
Miyazawa 
said no final 
decision had been made on 
whether asylum would be 
granted because Washington 
was believed 
to be taking 
“various circumstances into 
consideration.” 
Moscow, which also demand­ 
ed the return of the pilot, said it 
wanted one of its diplomats to 
interview Belenko. 
The request was denied on 
grounds the pilot did not want to 
see his countryman and had 
sought asylum voluntarily. 
The national police agency 
quoted Belenko as saying he 
had been planning for two years 
to seek asylum in the United 
States. 
“Life in the Soviet Union 


today is like that of the czarist 
regim e 
and 
there 
is 
no 
freedom,” he was quoted as 
saying. 
Belenko said he flew out of a 
Soviet air base in 
Siberia 
Monday, intending to fly into 
Chitose, a Japanese airport in 
northern Japan used by domes­ 
tic airlines and Japan’s Air 
Self-Defense Force. 
But instead, he landed at 
Hakodate Airport on the nor­ 
thernm ost 
Jap an ese 
main 
island of Hokkaido, about 500 
miles north of Tokyo, after 
flying at low altitude to avoid 
radar and chasers. 
The defense radar at Chitose 
had spotted Belenko’s plane but 
lost track of it as it descended 
and landed at Hakodate. The 
plane, also known as the 
Foxbat, overshot the airport’s 
2,200-foot runway and crashed 
into two radar antennas. 
Belenko then hopped out of 
the cockpit and fired a pistol in 
the air, but did not resist 
capture.

Motor Co. is preparing a second 
contract offer it hopqs will be 
more acceptable to United Auto 
Workers Union whose 170,000 
members at the No. 2 auto 
company are poised for a strike 
at midnight next Tuesday. 
Sidney M cK enna, F o rd ’s 
chief negotiator, said after a 
brief Labor Day bargaining 
session M onday the exact 
timing for tjie new offer has not 
been decided. 
He said negotiators are 
getting a little better feel of the 
overall situation and “ the 
tempo is such that I think 
getting an agreem ent is quite 
do-able.” 
McKenna said Ford bargain­ 
ers had anticipated a rejection 
of the initial wage offer. But he 
said the auto company did not 
misread the union’s goals and 
proposed things it knew might 
put Ford and the UAW on a 
collision course. 
‘There will have to be some 
alterations in that offer in order 
to reach an 
a g re e m en t,” 
McKenna said.. “It was never 
put forth as the last word.” 
The union last week rejected 
Ford’s initial wage offer and 
said the likelihood of a strike 
appeared greater than at any 
time since the industry contract 
talks began in mid-July. 
Current three-year industry­ 
wide agreements 
expire at

Ford — the union’s “target” — 
would be struck.

finance law, Hays again stalled 
and tried to use the opportunity 
to kill the watchdog Federal 
E lection C om m ission which 
had been created over 
his 
opposition.

The stories are legion of his 
personal abuses, as opposed to 
legislative abuses. It was Hays,

In real life, 20 years is a long 
time, and M artin and Lewis are 
not the Sunshine Boys. 
The song-and-comedy team 
of the 1950s, who broke up in 
bitterness 20 years ago to go 
their individual ways as singer 
Dean M artin and comic Jerry 
Lewis, held a televised reunion 
during 
the 
w eekend, 
engineered by Frank Sinatra as 
a surprise on Lewis. 
“Frank did a good thing last 
night, and it’s good to get that 
out,” Lewis conceded Monday, 
as he showed a videotape of the 
reunion in the final hours of his 
annual m u scu la r dystrophy 
telethon. 
Then he added to the national 
television audience: 
”1 still wouldn’t work with 
that drunk, I guarantee you.” 
He said it with a smile. It was 
hard to tell if he was joking, or 
if he was, by how much. 
But it appeared the reunion, 
even if it smoothed over some 
bitterness, was not about to 
revive the team of M artin and 
Lewis. 
“Like Frank said, it was 


about time, and that was nice,” 
Lewis said, adding: 
“In the last 20 years I have 
made it very public that I have 
some very 
strong principles 
and some very, very heavy 
feelings about certain things 
and I will not give them up. 
“W hether I am hardnosed or 
stubborn, that rem ains to be 
seen.” 
In 1956, at the height of their 
popularity, M artin and Lewis 
split up in a flurry of public 
criticism and insults, repor­ 
tedly never speaking to each 
other again.

Dole Denies 
Getting Gulf 
Contributions 
FLORENCE, SC. (UPI) - 
Sen. Robert Dole, the Republi­ 
can vice presidential nominee, 
denied Monday that he ever 
received illegal corporate con­ 
tributions from form er Gulf Oil 
Co. lobbyist Claude Wild. 
Asked by reporters if he ever 
got such money, Dole said, 
"No.” 
News reports have said Dole 
testified before a grand jury 
last M arch about Gulf contribu­ 
tions and a $2,000 check from 
Wild in 
1970 that had 
the 
notation "Dole or Dale” and 
that Wild illegally gave a Dole 
staffer $5,000 or $6.000 in 1973. 
Dole said the $2,000 check "is a 
m atter of total m ystery.” 
On the other m atter, “To lay 
it to rest, I voluntarily went 
down to the grand jury,” Dole 
said while campaigning here. 
“I weighed at the tim e if it 
was the right thing to do 
politically, but I wanted to 
cooperate. I went down and told 
them what I knew ... It may be 
that someone 
in 
a 
special 
prosecutor’s office was leaking 
it to the New York Times, but 
they told me th at’s not true. 
“I haven’t been accused of 
anything. 
I 
h a v e n ’t 
done 
anything. 
The New York Times report­ 
ed Monday that Wild told the 
grand jury he gave Dole’s 
f o r m e r 
a d m i n i s t r a t i v e 
assistant $5,000 or $6,000 in 1973. 
Dole said Wild contributed 
$100 in December, 1974, to help 
wipe out a cam paign debt from 
his re-election race. 
E a rlie r, D ole’s p ress s e ­ 
cretary, Larry Speakes, said, 
“Anybody who says Bob Dole 
took an illegal contribution is 
dead wrong. Senator Dole has 
gone over his ’74 cam paign 
records with a fine-tooth comb. 
He received no money from 
Gulf in any shape, form or 
fashion.”

Douglas, 
the most liberal

Middleman Gouging 
Consumers On Beef

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Middlemen who process and 
sell meat have not been passing 
to consumers all of the potential 
savings caused by a decline in 
the farm price of livestock, the 
Agriculture Department says. 
Don Paarlberg, the depart­ 
ment’s director of economics, 
said Monday the price of cattle 
fell 26 per cent in the last year, 
but the beef prices paid by 
consumers dropped only 14 per 
cent during that period. 


But C larence G. Adamy, 
president of the 
National 
Association of Food Chains, 
challenged Paarlberg’s claims. 
He said 
higher middleman 
costs, including labor, have 


prevented processors from 
passing further retail price 
reductions on to the consumer. 
THE PRICE 
situation has 
been most serious, for cat­ 
tlem en, particularly feedlot 
operators, who are losing about 
$65 a head, Paarlberg said. 
Although hog producers have 
been 
making 
money, 
a 
prospective larger hog supply 
this fall and in 1977 points to 
com parable 
losses 
unless 
middlemen reduce their profit 
margins, he said. 
Prelim inary 
A griculture 
Department figures for August 
show the retail price of beef on 
an all-cut basis averaged 
slightly more than $1.35 a 
pound, down more than three 
cents from July. In July a year 
ago beef prices were a record 
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$1.61 a pound. 
THE AUGUST figures show 
the “farm value” of a pound of 
retail beef was 71.8 cents, down 
from July’s 74.2 cents. In July 
of last year the farm value was 
nearly $1.06 a pound. 
The m iddlem an share in 
August was 63.3 cents a pound, 
compared with 64cents in July. 
In July 1975 the middleman got 
55.2 cents. 
Farm value is not what 
producers get for live animals 


since it takes nearly 2.3 pounds 
of steer on the hoof to make one 
pound of store beef. It is a 
farm e r’s share of w hat a 
shopper pays for beef. 
Cattle prices have declined 
generally the last year because 
sales to packing plants have 
been larger. Feedlot output has 
increased and there has been a 
further cutback in herd in­ 
ventories with a result that 
meat production has been huge 
this summer.

Non-Surgical Ova Transfer Innovation 
Holds New Impact For Dairy And Beef 


Cattlemen — especially dairy 
breeders — are taking a second 
look at ova transfer 
Thanks to new non-surgical 
techniques, ova transfer has 
become a p ractical, more 
reasonably priced tool for 
producing large numbers of 
calves, relatively fast, from 
high-value purebred dairy 
cows. Ova transfer is expected 
to become even more popular in 
the beef industry, too. 
International Cryo-Biological 
Services, Inc. (ICBS), the St. 
Paul-based 
com pany 
that 
pioneered American commer­ 
cial ova transfer three years 


ago, has just released a status 
report on the impressive results 
of non-surgical “collections” — 
and has reduced ova transfer 
prices. 
The new technique involves 
“collecting” up to 20 fertilized 
eggs at a time from a high- 
value donor cow, without 
surgical procedures. No in­ 
cision is made, no anesthesia is 
required, and the cow suffers 
no permanent ill effects. 
THE FERTILIZED EGGS 
are transferred surgically to 
low-value recipient cows, to 
eventually become a “crop of 
calves” with the donor cow’s 


characteristics. 
To date, ICBS has performed 
nearly 100 donor collections 
non-surgically. (ICBS had pre­ 
viously performed more than 
600 standard ova transfer 
operations. 
ICBS President Dr. A. H. J. 
Rajamannan said, “ICBS has 
invested much time and effort 
to develop this new collection 
technique. And we’re proud to 
report that our success rate has 
improved measurably; 70 per 
cent of the ova transferred 
from non-surgical collections 
have resulted in pregnancies. 
This high success ratio is ex-

Dr. M. L. Fahning, ICBS Vice 
President and Director of Re­ 
search, is enthusiastic about 
the many advantages of the 
non-surgical technique. He 
pointed out that non-surgical 
ova collections eliminate the 
risk of putting the valuable 
donor animal under general 
anesthesia. 
“Even though the actual dan­ 
ger was small,” Dr. Fahning 
explained, “any time an animal 
was 
put 
under 
general 
anesthesia a slight risk was un­ 
avoidable. Elim inating the 
anesthesia reduces insurance 
costs, too.” 
ANOTHER 
SIGNIFICANT 
advantage of the non-surgical 
technique, Dr. Fahning said, is 
elimination of adhesions and 
scar tissue that could impair 
the future reproductive ability 
of the donor cow. The non- 
surgical technique therefore 
increases the number of times 
eggs can be collected from each 
donor. 


The Patterson-Smith potato grading 
operation for loading from-the-field stock 
uses this set-up. The potatoes come in from 
the field on vehicles such as the truck at 
left.

Local Potatoes Pour Into Glutted Market 


Earl Patterson turned off the 
electric motors running potato 
grading equipment one day last 
week when the truck driver 
called over the screeching and 
w hirring m achines “ T h at’s 
good enough,” indicating his 
long semi-trailer was full of the 
recently dug spuds. 


Patterson pulled the truck 
holding the ungraded potatoes 
back into one of his farm ’s

Plant, Fish Management 
Crucial In Healthy Pond 


A pond should be considered 
as any other improvement to a 
property 
in its 
need 
for 
management and maintenance 
for best efficiency, according to 
district conservationist Charles 
Clark 
of 
the Columbiana 
County 
Soil 
Conservation 
Service office. 
Late summer finds many 
ponds in the area accumulating 
the unsightly pond scum, one of 
four types of vegetation which 
usually grow on Ohio ponds. 
The scum is an example of 
floating weeds, the most com­ 
mon vegetation affecting ponds 
in an adverse way. Secondly 
are the subm erged weeds, 
which grow on the pond bottom 
and have most of their leaves 
below the surface of the water. 
The third group, emergent 
weeds, have their roots on the 
bottom and most of the rest of 
the plant above water. 
Smallest of the plants is the 
m icroscopic plants 
which, 
along 
with 
microscopic 
animals, make up a vital link in 
the food web for fish in the 
pond. This group, in normal 
situations, is beneficial. 
THESE 
MICROSCOPIC 
plants and animals are called 
plankton, and they are directly 
related to the fertility of the 
water. Since most Ohio ponds 
receive the majority of their 
water from surface run-off, the 
fertile m atter available in the 
w atershed area determ ines 
greatly the fertility of the pond 
itself. Most run-off fed ponds do 
not need fertilizer. 
The fertility of a pond can be 
checked by the “elbow test" or 
with a simple instrument When 
one’s arm is immersed ver­ 
tically into the water with 
fingers turned at a right angle 
to the arm , the image of the 
fingers should start to blur at a 
depth of 15 to 18 inches. 
A plankton bloom which 
permits light penetration at this 
depth into the pond is an in­ 
dication of good fertility. If the 


light penetration is deeper than 
18 inches, the pond owner may 
wish to supplement the natural 
fertility with fertilizer. Over­ 
fertility may come from too 
much fertilizer, or naturally 
from a barnyard run-off. 
A more exact measure can be 
taken with a stick, marked at 
one-inch intervals, with a shiny 
can lid fastened at the bottom. 
It is read like the elbow test. 
Proper levels of fertilization 
levels and schedules must be 
maintained to be beneficial. 
Suggestions are contained in a 
bulletin 
titled 
Ohio 
Pond 
Management published by the 
Cooperative Extension Service. 
It is currently undergoing 
revision, but information is 
correct. 
The bulletin has guidelines 
for stocking a pond with fish, 
giving numbers of bluegills and 
largemouth bass that provide 
for a balanced fish population. 
The booklet lists various con­ 
trol methods for the pond 
weeds, citing copper sulfate, 
available 
infarm 
supply 


outlets, as the best chemical 
answer for floating weeds and 
algae. Both granular and liquid 
types of chemicals effective 
against submerged weeds are 
also described. 
The formation of pond banks 
and shallow water are factors 
in 
reducing 
num bers 
of 
emergent weeds. Cutting or 
pulling emergents is effective if 
it is started as soon as the 
plants appear. Sprays available 
for terrestrial weed control will 
work on aquatic weeds if a 
wetting or sticking agent is 
used. It is important to read the 
label of any spray for specific 
cautions and applications. 
The application tim e of 
chemicals is very important. 
Target date in Ohio is usually 
before July 1 when the plant is 
growing most vigorously prior 
to flowering. 
Decomposing plants take 
oxygen out of the water, and 
may harm fish. Even natural 
frost kill of excessive plant life 
in a pond will lead to a reduc­ 
tion in available oxygen over 
winter.

Last year at this time, tne 
was between $3 and $4. 
He and Paul Smith both live 
on Lisbon Rd. just south of 
Franklin Square, and work 
together to produce between 450 
and 500 acres of potatoes per 
year. 
Their yield is good, but so is 
everybody’s else’s, from Maine 
to Minnesota.

Smitn and Patterson have 
dug about 10 per cent of their 
total crop so far. Their early 
variety is Superior, with the 
mainstay Norchip and Ken- 
nebecs to follow. 
They will continue to sell 
potatoes “from the field” as 
they are now until the ground 
temperature gets down to about 
50 degrees. After that point, 
they will begin to pile up the 
tons and tons of tubers in their 
storage area. 
When engaged in full-scale 
harvesting, P atterso n says 
three of the long bulk loaders 
shown here going into the rear 
of the semi will be used to pile 
up the potatoes simultaneously 
in one of the sheds. 
The farm changed from 
custom air spraying this year to 
doing their own application 


with a high-pressure bulk 
sprayer with a pivoting row- 
crop head. The result would 
have been gratifying to any 
fartner — a better job at a 
cheaper price. 
Workers on the farm will 
spend many hours this fall 
picking out dirt from the “real 
thing,” and Smith and Pat­ 
terson will use their a c ­ 
cumulated experience to sell a 
large volume of potatoes on 
what looks to be a buyers’ 
market.

FO R T B E N JA M IN H A R R ISO N , Ind. - 
(N E A ) — The response to the North Korean 
murders of two G Is in Panmunjom has been to 
return fire with rhetoric. We are “ shocked.” We 
demand ‘reparations.” And we back this up with 
a costly show of force in the form of gunboats, 
fighter planes and fist-banging. 


Whom are we fooling? Not the North Koreans. 
They remember the Pueblo, even if we do not. 
The distasteful fact, as Secretary of State 
Kissinger 
forever 
reminds, 
is 
that 
“ the 
relationship between m ilitary strength and 
politically unusable power is the most complex 
in history1” — which means we can bark but 
seldom bite. 
The ships we have sent to frighten Pyongyang 
w ill not land troops. The planes w ill not drop 
bombs Not for two dead G I’s, not for the 83 men 
of the Pueblo, not possibly for anything short of 
an attack on American snores. If the President 
did give the order to draw blood in reven 
much of the post-Vietnam Am erican pub 
would rebel, and under the new laws of Congress 
the 
legislature 
would 
no doubt 
stop 
the 
retaliation after a consideration period of 30 
days. 


T EN TOO, P E R H A P S the committed troops 
themselves would bar an aggressive response. 
They also are post-Vietnam people, andone 
supposes they would think twice before risking 
their lives in a conflict short of national defense. 
Actually, even the willingness of the soldiers to 
defend the nation is in doubt. A recent survey of 
1,000 A ir Force recruits in Texas revealed that 23 
per cent would not fight if their base were under 
attack, and another 28 per cent said they were 
not sure what they would do. Sleep well tonight, 
America 
The A ir Force survey should not be all that 
surprising Esprit de corps and chauvinism have 
gone the way of brown shoes in the m ilitary. In 
recent years the basic pay for recruits has 
quadrupled, the work day has been cut, and 
living conditions have undergone rem arkable 
reforms — yet morale is not nigh. 
The desertion rate per capita is now as bad as 


it was during the peak war years of Vietnam 
(some 150 soldiers run away from service every 
day). And candid officers say American troop 
discipline can no longer be assumed from day to 
day. 
And so this is the platform to which our show of 
force in Korea is anchored And the Communists 
with their axes know that our social and political 
ability to do what we say we can do is secured 
with a gossamer chain 
If they hacked 10 
troopers to death, or 100, we probably are not as 
a society prepared to retaliate even if justified. 
NOR 
COULD 
W E 
risk 
the 
wrath 
of 
Pyongyang's allies, notably the Soviets, who are 
all eight feet tall. This is not the 1950s and the 
Russians are no longer second best That nation 
has twice the active fighting force as Am erica, 
perhaps 25 times the number of reserve troops, 
and one suspects that in a showdown its warriors 
would not be asked by the pollsters about their 
emotional attitudes. 
That showdown increasingly worries Am erica. 
Je rry Ford assures voters the United States can 
take care of itself, but the facts suggest 
something else. R. J. Rummei, a University of 
Hawaii political scientist, has recently used a 
computer to determine Am erica’s 
relative 
strength, and finds it wanting. Rummei says that 
of 49 indicators of the U.S.-U.S.S.R. balance of 
power, the latter nation leads in 41. 
Rum m el's pessimism is not unusual. 
He 
essen tially repeats what form er Defense 
Secretary Jam es Schlesinger has tried to w arn: 
that the Russians outspend the United States on 
m ilitary readiness (this year, about $147 billion 
to $110 billion); that they have three times the 
nuclear throw weight and twice the deliverable 
mega tonnage; that they have more planes, more 
ships and a civil defense program that can work. 
Few w ill listen to Rummei, of course. Few 
listened to Schleshinger, and now we have 
Donald Rumsfeld charting our defense future. 
The North Koreans must be pleased. The Soviets 
likewise. Meanwhile, anytime anyone chops up 
our prople, or confiscates our property, ot cuts 
off the oil, our response w ill be to get tremen­ 
dously angry but do absolutely nothing. 
What else can we do? 
The Button Plan

One of the things everyone 
has to worry about these days is 
the danger of an accidental war 
being set off with 
nuclear 
weapons The best-selling book 
“ Fail-Safe,” by Eugene Bur­ 
dick and Harvey Wheeler, deals 
with this problem when a group 
of American bombers have 
gone past their fail-safe point 
and, because of some foul-up in 
a little black box, the bombers 
haven’t gotten the word to come 
back. They are scheduled to 
blow up Moscow To show the 
Russians it’s all an accident, 
the President of the United 
States blows up New York, even 
though his wife is there on a 
shopping trip. 
But there is another school in 
Washington that insists there 
are so many safeguards on 
atomic weapons that even if 
someone wanted to fire one he 
wouldn’t be able to do it. 
Here is how this school sees 
it. In order to start a war, 
someone w ill have to push a 
button. To safeguard mat no 
one w ill push the button ac­ 
cidentally, it is hidden every 
week in a different spot. 


ONLY TWO PEO PLE, both 
low-ranking military officers 
from different branches of the 
armed services, know the 
location of the button — but 
they don’t know each other. 
Each has the authority to push 
the button when ordered to do 
so from higher up. But if both 
their thumbs are not on the 
button at the same time, it will 
not work. 
Now let us suppose, by some 
stretch of the imagination, both 
men accidentally meet at the 
same location at the same time 
and both decide to push the 
button at the same time. This 
does not automatically start 
World War III. When the button 
is pushed, all it does is turn on a 
green light in the bombproof, 
radiation-shielded, 
undergr­ 
ound shelter in a secret place 
near Cheyenne, Wyo. The 
shelter is manned by an 
enlisted WAC and an enlisted 
W AVE, each of whom has a key 
to a white Princess telephone 


As soon as they see the green 
light, they dial a secret number 
in 
South 
Dakota 
and 
say, 
“ Condition Green.” 
This information is passed on 
to the qarterm aster of the base, 
who 
im m idiately 
tries 
to 
contact Washington. But since 
he doesn’t have the area code 
number for Washington, he 
can’t dial directly. So he sends 
the message by carrier pigeon. 
This is known as “ Condition 
Red.” 
As soon as the pigeon arrives 
in Washington, the secretary of 
defense is notified, and he in 
turn informs the President. 
BU T 
T H E 
P R E S ID E N T 
cannot give the signal to do 
anything without 
turning 
a 
switch and there are seven 
locks 
on the switch. 
Each 
member 
of 
the 
President’s 
fam ily has a key to one of the 
locks and the switch cannot be 
pulled unless all the locks are 
opened at the same time. Since 
tne 
fam ily 
is 
never 
in 
Washington all at the same 
time, it is virtually impossible 
for the President to pull the 
switch. 
Therefore, the chances of an 
accidental or even an in ­ 
tentional w ar are remote and 
shouldn’t give anyone any 
sleepless nights. If it weren’t 
for all these safeguards, I ’d be 
worried too.

The targers of the latest 
Soviet propaganda campaign, 
which began recently, are the 
Munich-based but American- 
financed radio stations Radio 
Free

They irritate the 
Soviet government by their 
thorough coverage of events in 
Russia and Eastern Europe and 
their large audiences — 35-40 
million people are estimated to 
listen to Radio Liberty

newspaper (catgorically denied 
by Britain’s foreign office) said 
that Britain had been asked by 
the United States to let the 
Munich stations set up facilities 
in Britain. This report was the 
ostensible target of the Com­ 
munist attacks. The real reason 
is probably the one Izvestia let 
slip on Aug. 18. The Russians 
now realize that Radio Liberty 
and Radio Free Europe have 
survived the crisis which 
followed the revelation that 
they had been financed by the 
CIA until 1971; and that they 
are likely to acquire a new 
punch from last year's Helsink 
declaration in favor of an

Youth Gangs Invade 
City Centers 


N EW YORK - (LEN S) - 
There have been no race riots 
this summer, in spite of the 
persistence of extremely high 
levels of unemployment among 
black teen-agers. But another 
development is almost as 
frightening to many people: the 
increasing boldness, savagery 
and sophistication of teen-age 
gangs. Detroit has been forced 
to impose a curfew, which it has 
tightened

a parent) since an invasion 
a rock concert at Cobo Hall, 
the city’s main convention 
center, by scores of black gang 
members as well as some 
adults. 
They assaulted and robbed 
members of the audience; one 
woman was raped. This was the 
first mass incursion into the 
center of the city, but its run­ 
down east side has long been 
terrorized by gangs that attack 
pedestrians, 
buses 
and 
shopkeepers (especially those 
that sell guns). The streets are 
almost empty because armed 
teenagers like to 
from their cars at anything that 
take potshots 
trou 


recalling 450 of them, and 
looking 
for 
economies 
elsewhere. 
New York city, which over a 
recent weekend saw gangs 
vandalize a 22-block area in 
central Manhattan and attack 
blacks in Brooklyn, is trying to 
cope with the problem 
by 
getting more hours on the 
streets out of its existing force. 
New York and Detroit are not 
alone. A recent study, which 
found that the violence of youth 
gangs is more lethal than it has 
ever been, reported that Los 
Angeles, Philadelphia. Chicago 
and San Francisco also had 
severe problems with teenage 
gangs. All are cities with large 
numbers of impoverished and 
unemployed black, Puerto 
Rican or Mexican-American 
youths. And this summer there 
is less money than ever for 
summer jobs — and money 
enough for only 81,500 jobs. 
Catching the guilty is not 
easy; often victims are too 
frightened to identify them. It is 
widely believed, moreover, that 
the youngsters who cause the 
ble are me 


moves. 
The businessmen who have 
been trying to revive Detroit by 
backing Renaissance Center, a 
big and costly development 
near Cobo Hall, are naturally 
alarm ed that violence has 
erupted so ctose by and are 
demanding a vigorous clamp- 
down by the police.

A study of nearly 5,000 
youngsters who were arrested 
in New York in 1973-74 for 
serious crim es — murder, 
manslaughter, rape, -arson, 
assault, 
burglary 
and 
possession of a dangerous 
weapon -* found that only 44 
per cent were sent to in­ 
stitutions. The record of arrests 
may, as the experts argue, 
magnify the amount of juvenile 
violence. But their example is 
not reassuring: 73 of the 
youngsters 
charged 
with 
murder were- involved in 51 
murders. 
The juvenile courts them­ 
selves come in for sharp 
criticism for their long delays 
(which exhaust the patience of 
witnesses) and their chaotic 
record-keeping; some cases 
are simply mislaid. 
At a time when young people 
account for nearly a quarter of 
the arrests for violent crime, it 
is not surprising that there are 
calls to lower the age at which 
juveniles can be dealt with by 
the adult system of justice and 
sent to prison. 
But to send 14-year-olds to 
prisons from which even adults 
emerge more hardened than 
ever is a counsel of despair. It 
also offends the conscience; 
some of these boys are men­ 
tally disturbed 8r 
mentally 
subnormal; 
most are un­ 
derprivileged. 
S till, 
the 
New 
York 
legislature felt that it must do 
something It has passed a bill 
requiring that young people 
convicted of serious crimes, be 
confined for at least two years, 
up to a maximum of five. But 
not many boys emerge refor­ 
med from reform school.

Police Bottle 
Rioters In 
South Africa 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(U PI) — Riot police fired 
shotguns and teargas bombs 
today at thousands of mulatto 
rioters hurling stones and 
smashing windshields in white 
areas of Cape Town and nearby 
suburbs. 
Police wounded at least one 
mulatto woman in this southern 
port city and another mulatto in 
Parow, four miles away. 
In Soweto, the huge black 
township outside Johannesburg 
1,000 miles to the north, police 
killed one black and wounded 
another after a patrol vehicle 
was stoned by a gang caught 
ripping up railroad track 
The new violence flared in 
white sections of the Cape Town 
area after a three-day lull that 
coincided with Prime Minister 
John Vorster’s return from 
three days of talks on southern 
Africa with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
The death raised the toll from 
11 weeks of racial unrest in the 
nation to 299. 
Because of the unrest, all 
mulatto 
high 
schools 
throughout the Cape peninsula, 
which separates the Atlantic 
and Indian oceans, were or­ 
dered closed at least until next 
week 
Today’s rioting in Cape Town 
began when a crowd of about 
200 mulattoes gathered on the 
downtown Parade square and 
hurled stones at white bystan­ 
ders. Police in plainclothes 
repeatedly threw tear gas 
bombs to scatter the demon­ 
strators, but they regrouped 
each time. 
In the Soweto incident, police 
sources said a 
squad 
of 
patrolling officers opened fire 
on a group of blacks hurling 
stones at their vehicle in the 
Mzinhlophe quarter of the 
sprawling township 15 miles 
southwest of Johannesburg. 
Police sources in the black 
township, which has a popula­ 
tion of more than a million, said 
brawls in the crimeplagued 
district left 18 blacks dead 
South Africa’s holiday weekend 
lasted 
through 
Monday, 
National Settlers’ Day.

Kissinger Plans 


Flight To Africa 
For Negotiations 


HAMBURG, West Germany 
(UPI) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger will fly to 
Africa Monday at the latest to 
begin a shuttle diplomacy 
designed to avert a 
racial 
warfare in Rhodesia and South 
West Africa, a senior American 
official said today. 
With an invitation already in 
hand from South African FTime 
Minister John Vorster, Kissing­ 
er today received an invitation 
to open the Middle East-style 
diplomacy from Tanzania, a 
senior US. official traveling 
aboard the secretary’s plane 
told reporters. 
"It looks as if we are going,” 
the official said. 
Apparently the only develop­ 
ment that might now block 
Kissinger’s flight to Africa is a 
negative report from Assistant 
Secretary 
of State William 
Schaufele, dispatched by Kiss­ 
inger to survey the atmosphere 
at Dar es Salaam Tanzaniia.

Record Lows 
Over Weekend 
Toledo, with 39 degrees, 
during the Labor Day weekend 
broke a low-temperature mark 
that had stood since 1939. Many 
other sections of Ohio reported 
near-record or all-time low 
readings Sunday 
night and 
Monday morning. 
The mercury fell to 40 in. 
North Canton early Monday, 
eclipsing a record set in 1940. 
Mansfield, with 43 degrees, 
cracked a 1943 standard. 
It was 40 in Cleveland, where 
the previous all-time low was 
reached in 1962. 
The Mansfield area had some 
light frost and 34 degrees. A few 
of the usual cold spots in Ohio 
also experienced temperatures 
in the 30s. 
High pressure over the Great 
Lakes dominated the weather 
across Ohio and was expected 
to continue to do so for a few 
more days. It was the northerly 
winds in advance of this system 
that brought the unseasonably 
cool temperatures. 
Some moderating tempera­ 
tures returned to Ohio as the 
high pressure drifted slowly to 
the southeast Monday after­ 
noon. Readings Monday night 
dropped into the 40s and 50s 
It was to warm up to the 70s 
today. 
Dry and pleasant weather is 
forecast to continue until at 
least Friday.

Dr. William Sunderman Jr.. 
who headed a research team at 
the University of Connecticut, 
said tests on the specimens of 
other victims of the disease 
were “inconclusive” because 
the 
sam ples 
were 
con­ 
taminated. 
Pennsylvania Health Depart­ 
ment 
spokesman 
Robert 
Costello said doctors p er­ 
forming the autopsy on the 
latest victim. J Bruce Rogers. 
60, erf Moorestown, N J, were 
told to use nonmetal 
in­ 
strum ents to prevent con­ 
tamination. 
Sunderman said results of 
tests to determine if nickel 
carbonyl caused the illness 
would not be known for several 
weeks. 
Nickel carbonyl is a poten­ 
tially deadly gas used in 
making plastics and other 
synthetic materials, including 
clothing. Symptoms of nickel 
carbonyl 
poisoning 
were 
similar to the symptoms of the 
mvstery malady, Sunderman 


said 
Rogers, manager of 
lour 
Holiday Inns in Philadelphia, 
died Friday at Burlington 
County Memorial Hospital in 
New jersey. 
Costello said Rogers was “on 
the list” of “ L egionnaires’ 
D isease” victim s, although 
Rogers' personal physician. Dr. 
David Flinker. said he died of a 
blood clot on the brain. 
"The autopsy proves he did 
not die 
of 
anything 
like 
L e g io n n a ire ’s 
D ise a se .” 
Flinker said 
He added that 
Rogers showed no visible signs 
of pneumonia 
Symptoms of the ailment, 
traced to a state American 
Legion convention held in July 
at Philadelphia’s Bellevue 
Stratford Hotel, closely resem­ 
ble those of pneumonia.

School Busing Programs 
Under Way In Major Cities 


In Louisville, 
Ky., school 
authorities nervously hoped for 
the best in the wake of a bad 
weekend. In Boston, they were 
witnessing the best in three 
years. And in Omaha. Neb., 
they worried more about bus 
drivers than about antibusing 
violence 
. 
But in all three citiJs, they 
were ready for anything as 
court-ordered classroom inte­ 
gration programs rolled into 
post Labor Day implementa­ 
tion. 
The program was off to a 
shaky start in Louisville where 
antibusing demonstrations over 
the weekend resulted in a tear 
gas attack by police, 22 arrests 
and a possible busing-related 
school bombing 
Jefferson County schools reo­ 
pened today with officials 
hopeful that enrollment would 
increase from last Friday’s 
total of about 106.000 students to 
near their projections of 117,000 
for this fall 
“With the Labor Day vaca­ 
tion over, we look for a pretty 
substantial jump.” said David 
Espin, assistant superintendent 
of pupil personnel. “I don’t 
think last week’s three-day 
boycott by the antibusing 
people was very effective.” 
In Boston, where violence in 
opposition to the desegregation 
plan ordered by US. District 
Court Judge W. Arthur Garrity 
Jr reached fever pitch in the 
past two years, an unaccus­ 
tomed calm prevailed, and 
Mayor Kevin H. White said the 
city has survived the worst of 
times. 
Police Commissioner Robert 
diGrazia was backing the op­ 
timism with muscle. He said he 
has prepared a deployment 
plan for his men for Wednes­ 
day. 
Omaha Public School District 
officials outwardly were more 
concerned about adequate bus 
transportation 
than 
the 
possibility 
of 
violence as 
schools began the state's first 
court-ordered 
desegregation 
program. 
“Everything is in order,” 


Omaha Schools Supt. Owen 
Knutzen said Monday night. “If 
there is any apprehension, it 
might be on whether a suf­ 
ficient number of bus drivers 
will show up.” 
Police had a 40-page blue­ 
print for action concerning 
potential violent and nonviolent 
incidents.

MEXICO CITY (UPI) - A 
spokesman for more than 600 
American prisoners said a 
move 
by 
President 
Luis 
Echeverria to allow them to 
serve out their term in US. jails 
did not alter their plans to begin 
a hunger strike today. 
The prisoners organized the 
hunger strike to protest what 
they said were inhuman condi­ 
tions in Mexican jails. 


“We were given similar

romises if we stopped our last 
unger strike in 1974,” spokes­ 
man Michael Gelani, 29, of 
Grosse Pointe, Mich., said 
Monday. ‘‘It turned out to be 
bull. We’re going ahead with 
the strike.” 
Gelani is serving eight years 
in Mexico City’s new North 
Penitentiary for importing co­ 
caine into Mexico. Most of the 
610 Americans, including about 
40 women, were jailed for drug 
offenses 
The penal reform proposals 
sent to the Mexican Congress 
Monday by Echeverria would 
make prisoners! convicted of 
drug offenses eligible for parole 
for the first time since 1971 and 
authorize the president to sign 
prisoner exchange treaties with 
other nations. 
The Americans, who make up 
the greatest number of foreign 
prisoners held in Mexican jails, 
nave said they suffered ‘‘horri­ 
fying brutality” and accused 
the 
Ford administration of 
being "wholly remiss on our 
behalf.”

Bulletin, color removers are safe for most fibers, but 
can fade or remove many dyes. If a test on a small cor­ 
ner shows this does not happen on yours, you may be 
able to restore the whiteness by using a color remover 
followed by an immediate rinsing and drying in the air. 
Follow directions on the box carefully. A bleach suitable 
for the fabrics might also be used — dilute it to about 
two tablespoons to a quart of cool water. Of course, the 
nylon sweater set could have absorbed yellow from 
something else stored with it, and that can seldom be 
removed. The entire set might be dyed yellow, and the 
shirts one of the darkest colors in *be print if all else 
fails. - POLLY.

DEAR DR LAMB - I have 
high blood sugar, but I’m not 
diabetic, maybe borderline. I 
have quit eating sweets, also 
potatoes. Should I also quit 
eating bread? 
DEAR READER - One high 
sugar (glucose) level does not 
make a diagnosis. If you are 
overweight you should con­ 
centrate on losing fat as your 
m ain goal. To th a t end 
elim in atin g high calo rie 
sweets is a good idea. 
Bread is an important part 
of m ost diets. The usual 
diabetic can eat bread Even 
the diabetic, which ‘you say 
you are not, has a diet plan 
that fits with his treatment 
Should he require insulin, the 
amount is geared to his diet, 
whatever that may be, and his 
daily physical activity or life 
style Changing any of these 
can upset the treatm en t 
program. This means that 
most diabetics can and do eat 
bread. You need some whole 
wheat bread or cereal to 
provide cereal fiber in your 
diet. 
You should also consider 
eliminating all the excess fat 
in your diet, particularly if 
you have a weight problem. In 
r e c e n t y e a r s d i a b e t i c 
specialists have emphasized 
that the type of diet needed 
for diabetics is low in fat and 
cholesterol to help avoid the 
high incidence of heart at­ 
tacks and vascular disease in 
diabetics. 
To give you a better idea of 
the thinking about treating 
diabetes I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 3-11, 
Diabetes: Diagnosis. Preven­ 
tion, and Management.

Please tell us about 
menstruation. 
DEAR READER - The 
first thing to do is relax. The 
onset of menstruation varies 
from ages 10 to 16 for most 
girls. Five per cent do not 
have their first period until 
between the ages of 16 and 18 
and one per cent between ages 
18 and 20. 
C l i m a t e , 
h a b i t s 
and 
hereditary factors are all im­ 
portant in determining the 
onset. Unless your daughter 
has some definite signs of an 
endocrine deficiency or is not 
otherwise in good health I 
would recommend ignoring 
the situation until she is at 
least 16. 
Sometimes menstruation is 
delayed because of obesity or 
more often these days from 
ex cessiv e 
p reoccupation 
about weight, associated with 
ill-advised crash and fad 
diets. 
Just be sure she has a good 
healthy diet, avoids obesity 
and remains normally active. 
Nature usually does the rest. 
So don’t get upset about it and 
give nature a chance. 
You may be interested to 
know 
that menstruati on 
between the ages of 2 and 8, 
with pregnancy, has been 
reported occasionally in some 
apparently healthy young 
girls. In other instances of 
such early menstruation un­ 
derlying medical problems 
caused the early menstrua­

More than $6.2 billion 
worth of Ohio property is ex­ 
empt for one reason or another, 
from state tax collections. 


That’s over 15 per cent of the 
total real property tax dupli­ 
cate in the state this year It 
amounts to a record $710 mil­ 
lion increase from 1975.

groups, elderly and handi­ 
capped homeowners and busi­ 
nesses have grown almost 
yearly 
through 
legislative 
action. 
According to the Ohio Public 
Expenditure Council, tax ex­ 
emptions have risen steadily 
for the past 10 years. In fact, 
the watchdog council says, ex­ 
empt values have increased at 
a higher rate, 72.5 per cent, 
than taxable property values, 
up 66.6 per cent. 
And the present level of ex­ 
emptions may not even be rea­ 
listic, the council claims. 
“ It 
is 
probably a 
con­ 
servative figure,’’ the council 
says. “ Persons knowledgeable 
in the field of assessing real 
property indicate that exempt 
property’ is more likely to be 
underclassed due to its nonre­ 
venue status.” In other words, 
property owned by churches 
and charitable groups has nev­ 
er been looked upon as a mon­ 
ey-maker for the state. 
Ironically, the category with 
the biggest exemption, public 
schools, is being hurt the most 
bv the drain on the state treas- 


ury. 
More than $2.86 billion worth 
of tax free property is owned by 
local governments and 
$1.5 
billion of this is school property. 
‘‘Increasing real property tax 
exemptions hare had a detri­ 
mental effect upon tax reve 
nues used for support of schools 
and local governments 
in 
Ohio,” the council says. 
State support of Ohio's 617 
public school districts is de­ 
rived directly from property 
tnxcs. 
After the local government, 
churches take the next biggest 
bite with a $923 million ex­ 
emption valuation, followed by 
municipalities $808 million and 
state government, $767 million. 
Among the state’s 88 coun­ 
ties, the exemptions range from 
a mere 4.9 per cent of total as­ 
sessed 
property 
value 
in 
Holmes and Paulding to 68.2 
per cent in Pike. 
Franklin County recorded the 
largest 1976 increase in ex­ 
emptions, a whopping $264.1 
million over the previous year, 
primarily due to reappraisal, 
the council said. 
The valuation of exemptions 
decreased this year in Pike, 
Highland, Vinton, Washington 
and Wayne counties. 
fierce Fighting 
Rages In Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (U PI) — 
Rival gunmen fought with 
machine guns and artillery in 
Beirut today and a leftist report 
said both sides battled with 
surface-to-surface missiles for 
control of the central moun­ 
tains. 
The 
fierce 
fighting 
ap­ 
parently came in response to an 
Arab League weekend decision 
to postpone a summit of the 
warring factions until mid- 
October, after president-elect 
Elias Sarkis takes office. The 
move angered leftists who saw 
it as an attempt to give 
Syrians time to impose a 
military solution erf their own. 
The leftist newspaper A1 
Moharrer said both sides have 
thrown surface-to-surface mis­ 
siles and heavy field artillery 
into the battle for the mountain 
peaks that command the upper 
reaches of Christian-held terri­ 
tory northeast of Beirut. 
Both sides have used French 
and Soviet-made missiles in the 
17-month-long battle for Beirut, 
but the leftist report was the 
first indication they were also 
in use on the mountain front 
At least 126 persons have died 
since Monday in the latest 
outbreak of fighting.

Ehrhart of Dover as president 
of Ohio’s largest public em­ 
ploye labor union. Raymond T. 
Malone of Rudolph moved to 
president-elect and Walter H. 
Kyle of Columbus was installed 
as vice president. 
Ehrhart called in his inaugu- 
, ral address for a uniting of all 
public workers in Ohio behind 
O C SEA ’s banner, and promised 
his group would continue to 
grow as a labor union. 
“ We at our last convention 
two years ago tried to design 
our association into the form of 
a union,” he said. “ We made 
great strides in that direction 
and have become a powerful 
labor organization in our state. 
“ Let us continue along that 
course and OCSEA will emerge 
as leader of public employes 
throughout the United States.”

In the next few days, each 
house of Congress will’ vote on 
its version of the budget for 
fiscal vear 1977, which begins 
Oct. 1 
D ifferences 
will 
be 
negotiated by a House-Senate 
conference committee 
Then, 
by the close of business Sept 15. 
Congress will give final ap­ 
proval to a budget that sets 
legally binding limits on total 
spending, 
revenues and the 
deficit for that year 
It will include ■'assumptions'' 
— not legally binding — on how 
spending will be broken down 
am ong categ o ries such as 
national defense, agriculture 
and health 


The House and Senate budget 
com m ittees have come up with 
almost the sam e recommended

Both sets of figures are very 
close to those Congress set as

Goodrich also agreed to an 
additional “w age level-up” of 
4.7 cents per hour the first year 
for hourly employes. 
Also provided is the first cost- 
of-living adjustm ent ever nego­ 
tia ted w ith the Big F our, 
granting increases of 1 cent per 
hour for each 4-10ths of a point 
average quarterly increase in 
the Consumer Price Index. The 
increase would be 1 cent per 
hour for each 3-10ths of a point 
increase the third year. 
“T hese types of increases 
w ere o v e rd u e,” said Jack 
Moye, International URW coor­ 
dinator, Goodrich Section He 
pointed out that the union had 
been caught in the wage-price 


freeze of 1973.
